o'clock und tho Italian _who escaped 
was maKing his first trip back from 
the *pross mill to the Corning; mill. 
Without warning1 there was a terrific 
explosion which scattered the corru- 
gated building: in all directions and 
heaved the heavy machinery of tho 
mill several yards distant. The vic- 
tims were blown to bits. 


The Italian turned around In time to 


dodge a heavy wooden beam, whicH 
was rhai ging in his d tree ton. Both lie 
and the mule he was driving escaped 
injury, although for a minute or more 
the air was filled with falling debris. 


After the force of 
the 
explosion, 


had been spent the Italian went back 
to tho spot the mill had occupied. He 
found fragments of the victims. Al- 
though the force of the explosion waj 
outward and. upward, It -was sufficient 
to demolish the foundations of the 
building. 


The Italian was 75 feet away when 


the explosion occurred. He had not 
been out of the building more than a 
minute or two. A few seconds' delay 
on his part would have added another 
name to the list of dead. 


Because of the hazardous nature of 


the work, only two men arg omploycd 
in the press mill. They are invariably 
men with considerable experience, and 
.ire supposed to exercise grreat care. 
The press mJll presses the rough pow- 
der into blocks. It it, presumed thai 3 
some lorelgn substance in some of thc~ 
powder made a spark as It came in 
contact with the heavy iron machin- 
ery, thus exploding the powder.
